tion of moss litter. The governinent 
had already investigated twelve bogs, 
and. has a great many applications on 
file. Enquiry was made during the 
investigation regarding the depth, 


j area, quality*and heating power of 


the peat. No charge was made for 
the service, and the various deposits 
were examined seratim in the order 
of application. The examination re- 


quired considerable time, and the 
department had not nearly® enough 
men. There was only one man in 


the service competent to examine de- 
posits, and he was the manarer of the 
Plant at Alfred. The experiments 
were being made in Ontario, as there 
were excellent deposits there, close to 
transportation. At Alfred there was 
an area of peat bog 5,800 acres in 
extent, most of it belonging to farm- 
ers. The deposit was nine feet deep. 


Dr. Haanel's Electric Smeiter. 

Dr. Haanel was asked with refer- 
ence to his work in the miatier of 
electric smelting and the _ brilliant 
discovery which he had made at the 
plant established by the Federal gov- 
ernment at the Soo. The value of 
the work done by Dr. Haanel in this 
connection arises from the fact that 
by electric smelting a vast quantity of 
refractory ore is made available for 


use, In the ordinary blast furnace 
ore, having more than one-tenth or 
one per cent. of sulphur, Can not be 


employed. In the electric furnace de- 
signed by Dr, Haanel, ore having two 
per cent. of sulphur can be used, In 
Sweden and other countries much use 
has been made of his discovery, but 
no use has been made of it in Canada, 
The pamphlets describing this process 
have gone to all countries, and one 
of the United States journals stated 
that the tests, carried out, had made

INVESTIGATION A FARCE 


Inquiry Into Complaints of Datryman 
Against Milk Inapector Conctuded— 
Commissioners Will Give Decision 
Next Week. 


“The inspection of this man Logan 
fs a farce,” said Wm, Short, K.C., in 
summing up the case for the Hdmon- 
ton City Dairy in the investigation 
into the charges of unfair discrimina- 
tion, concluded before the city com- 
missioners yesterday afternoon, “It is 
not worth the paper upon which it is 
written,” concluded Mr, Short. “The 
dairymen are being harrassed instead 
of helped.” 

Inspector Logan found a sturdy sup- 
porter in Dr. Whitelaw, the medical 
health officer, between whom and Mr,

“I defy 
him, or any other legal gentleman in 
the city,” exciaimed Dr. Whitiaw, “who 
threatens me in this way.” 

Mr. Short scouted this accusation as 
absurd. “I can assure Dr. Whitelaw,’ 
he remarked, “that T am not in the 
lists for political preferment at this 
time.” 

The doctor also hurled Mefiance in 
terms no less definite at Mr. Prevet of 
the Edmonton City Dairy, declaring 
that he had made assertions quite un- 


Warranted and most insulting to of- 
ficials of the health department, 
Inspector Logan, speaking in his 


own defence, stated that in every cifse 
where criticista of his conduct had 
been offered he had had occasion in 
the course of tne performance of his 
duties to find fault with the dairies of 
those witnesses by whom the criticism 
was made, 

Questioned by Commissioner  Boul- 
lion as to whetuer he had ever lost his 
temper in dealing with the dairymen 
he provoked not a little amuseraent by 
exclaiming: “I have not once lost my 
temper since I eame to Edmonton.” 

“That must be the effect of our 
splendid climate,” remarked Commis- 
sioner Boullion. t 

He declared that Mr. Prevet had no 
just cause for quarrel with him, but 
thought possibly that ill-feeling might 
have been engendered because as 
dairy inspector he could not conscien- 
tiously score the system of pasteuris- 
ing in use at the Wdmonton City Dairy 
as pasteurising. 

Some time ago when the price of 
milk was raised he had expressed the 
opinion in an interview that there was 
no good reason for raising the price, 
His statement had been published in a 
newspaper, and many of the dairymen 
had shown ill-will towards him for 
making that statement.

LENEVE LIABLE TO EXCLUSION 
Immigration Laws Could Be Made To 
Prevent Her Entering Canada. 


Ottawa, Nov. 11—“If Ethel Leneve, 
Crippen's friend, should come to Can- 
ada, would she be permitted to enter 
the country, or would she be prévent- 
ed from entering under the immigra- 
“ion laws?” This was the interesting 
question put up to the immigration 
authorities today, as a result of cables 
that Leneve was, contemplating com- 
ing to Canada. “The reply of one of 
the high officials was that there were 
clauses in the immigration,act under 
which the Canadian Government could 


prevent the landing of such women 
in this country. He would not say 
that the goverpment would prevent 
her from coming here, but he was 


decidedly of the opinion that the goy- 
ernment could, if it wanted to, and 
he also believed the government would 
stop her entering. Of course, the fact 
that Leneve was acquitted of being an 
accessory after the fact to the murder 
of Belle Elmore by Dr. Crippen would 
not debar her, because she was ac- 
quitted on that charge. It would only 
be on the grounds of her character, 
as revealed by her conduct with Crip- 
pen, that she could be excluded and 
even on those grounds the working of 
the act would seem to provide a basis 
for a fine legal quibble. Should such 
a ruling ever be given and contested 
the immigration official was of the 
Opinion that the only way Leneve 
could come to Canada would be with 
a theatrical company, who are regard- 
ed as tourists.
